For the present at least thoro is 
no .indication that the, produce or travel 
from the interior will be” directed 
tw Macao or Canton instead ‘of going 
direct to Hongkong, With every year 
tho number of porsous travelling the Hong- 
kong and Kongmun ‘route are increasing 
and the boats to Kongmun and Hongkong 
ere much fuller than ‘those going to 
Canton," When tho milrondis completed 
a journoy from Hongkong to this part of 
tho interior ought to become an attraction 
to those living in Hongkong. 

A night's ride for $2.50 brings one to 
Kongmun_on one of the smaller steamers. 
Here we seo tho.now Custom station of 
the Chinese Imperial Customs; thon pnssing 
along the Kongmuu river we come to the 
city itself which is-situated on both sides 
of: the river: for. more’ than a~ mile; then 
follows the narrow rivor canal, on both
